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Two New Automatic Offices Opened 


O SOYOOS and Castlegar now have their 
first telephone offices. Similar auto¬ 
matic offices of the “unattended” type 
were cut over July 6, at these two interior 
centres. 

The Osoyoos office, serving approximately 
230 subscribers at the time of the cut-over, 
was installed at a cost of $90,000. 

A new $8000 building was erected to house 
the $23,000 worth of central office equipment, 
while the remainder of the expenditure in¬ 
volved was for wire, cable, and other outside 
plant installations, as well as for the new 
instruments made necessary by the conversion 
to automatic operation. Prior to the cut-over, 
Osoyoos subscribers had been served through 
the Oliver central office. 

In charge of the cut-over on July 6 was 
E. J. Davis, district manager at Kamloops, 
assisted by J. D. Logan, traffic engineering 
assistant, Vancouver. Installation of new 
telephones was handled by J. J. Weimar, 
foreman, and G. H. Tyre, both of Vancouver, 
and A. L. Eedy and John Ross, both of 
Oliver. 

In Castlegar, as in Osoyoos, a new building 
was necessary to house the equipment. Out¬ 
side plant, including cable and wire to service 
the district, was installed at a cost of $60,000, 
while $19,000 was spent on central office 
equipment. 

New instruments and the cost of the build¬ 


ing brought the total expenditure on the cut¬ 
over to $95,000. 

Approximately 160 subscribers are being 
served by the new Castlegar exchange.

New Wage Agreement Signed 


T HE Federation of Telephone Workers 
of B. C., representing some 4000 em¬ 
ployees of B. C. Telephone Co. and 
associated companies, have signed a new 
agreement with the Company providing for a 
general increase in wages plus a five-day w r eek 
for traffic operators. 

Announcement of the signing of the agree¬ 
ment w r as made on July 11. 

The revised wage schedules, retroactive to 
June 1, 1950, amount to approximately 8 
per cent for plant employees; 9 per cent for 
clerical workers, and 5 per cent for members 
of the traffic division, in addition to the five- 
day w r eek for traffic operators to be effective 
October 22, 1950. 

The 5 per cent plus a five-day w r eek for 
traffic employees are equivalent to a 15 per 
cent w r age increase for that division. 

The new contract will add approximately 
$1,000,000 annually to the Company's pay¬ 
rolls. 

Wage progression periods for clerical and 


plant employees w 7 ere reduced, and other 
minor concessions in working conditions 
granted. 

Terms of the new agreement were an¬ 
nounced in a joint company and union state¬ 
ment following votes taken by the three 
employee divisions, which concluded recent 
negotiations on a new contract. 

The w r age increases provided for in the 
new agreement exceed by over $500,000 the 
5 per cent raise promised bv the Company in 
June, 1949, when it made application for a 
new rate schedule, providing a satisfactory 
decision was handed down by the Board of 
Transport Commissioners. The Company 
previously aw r arded a 5 per cent increase 
effective January 1, 1949, apart from that 
dependent on the success of the rate appli¬ 
cation. 

The new 7 contract runs two years, from 
June 1, 1950, with a proviso for wage re¬ 
visions only, after 12 months.

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Expansion Proceeds at Port Alberni 

First phase of a $70,000 telephone expan¬ 
sion program this year at Port Alberni has 
been completed with the recent installation of 
additional switchboard at a cost of $32,000. 

The new equipment is designed to provide 
telephone service for waiting applicants where 
outside plant facilities are available. 

At the same time, the B. C. Telephone 
Company is placing additional cable through¬ 
out various parts of the Port Alberni exchange 
area at a cost of approximately $40,000. This 
outside plant project is expected to be com¬ 
pleted about the end of the year. 

In the past five years Port Alberni’s central 
office and outside plant facilities have been 
expanded sufficiently to permit the installa¬ 
tion of approximately 1450 new telephones, 


an increase of more than 72 per cent, giving 
the area a total of nearly 3500 instruments 
in service.
